« Diocese begins final RENEWphase

ALCALA PARK — The fifth and final semester of 
RENEW, set to begin Oct. 13, will focus on 
evangelization, according to the program’s director, 
Msgr. John Dickie. 


Two purposes will be fulfilled during the six-week 
semester, Msgr. Dickie said. The program will provide 
““a frame of reference for those involved in the Church’’ 
and there will be ‘‘a concerted effort’’ made to “‘reach out 
to those alienated from the Church and those not involved 
in church. 


THOSE WHO have not been involved in church will 
be welcomed, the RENEW director said. The procedure 
will include ‘‘reflection on their journey’’ and the journey 
of those already involved in church. New members will be 
accepted into the Church if they so desire, he added. 

Msgr. Dickie was quick to point out that RENEW 
small groups were not going to try ‘‘to get other faiths’ 
members. We’re not trying to proselytize.’’ 

Rather, RENEW members will seek individuals who 
are not affiliated with any church or any faith, he said. 

Methods of finding such people will be left up to 
individual parishes, the director said. After the third 
week, parish RENEW groups will have.devised a plan 
that may involve individuals inviting friends or neighbors 


‘ who do not attend Mass, he explained. 


THE DIRECTOR feels RENEW has been successful 
in the Diocese of San Diego. It has ‘‘involved a new group 
of people’’ in the Church and has given members 
experiences with others in their parish.”’

‘*About 10 percent of the Catholics in the diocese are in 
small groups,’’ Msgr. Dickie said. This is a ‘“‘strong 
percentage based on the record of other dioceses’’ with 
RENEW, he said. 


Msgr. Dickie and Sacred Heart Sister Alicia Sarre, 
director of Hispanic RENEW, have worked together on 
final semester plans. 


SISTER SARRE said those involved in small Hispanic 
RENEW groups are ‘‘really excited. They are happy and 
looking forward to’’ beginning the program. 


Some of the Hispanic RENEW groups will work to 
form leaders for Bible study groups after the program 
ends, Sister Sarre said. 


The Third Encuentro, she explained, ‘‘encouraged the 
formation of small communities,’’ groups such as 
RENEW who would take action if a problem arose in 
their community. 


AS AN example, Sister Sarre cited the actions of some 
RENEW members of Our Lady of Guadalupe parish in 
Otay who were upset that a store in the area was selling 
pornographic material. With the help of the San Diego 
Organizing Project, parishioners organized to close the 
store. 

“They saw a problem and did something and 
succeeded,’’ she said. Rather than just “‘trying,’’ they 
took action and caused a change. 


Sister Sarre said she will encourage small Hispanic 
RENEW groups to continue for three weeks more than 
the scheduled six-week session. 


‘““SMALL GROUPS have helped each other,’’ she 
said. ‘‘People with faith can help each other,’’ Sister 
Sarre said. 

Although Bishop Leo T. Maher and the priests’ council 
have decided not to have any formal follow-up to 
RENEW, Msgr. Dickie explained, ‘‘most parishes will 
have a follow-up.’’ RENEW has ‘“‘excited people about 
Scripture’’ and those involved in the program ‘‘feel good 
about the small group”’ format. 

Sister Sarre concurred that it would be up to individual 
Hispanic RENEW groups to continue with the program 
after the final semester ends. 


A CLOSING ceremony for RENEW has been 
scheduled for Nov. 24 at Blessed Sacrament Church. 
Bishop Maher will preside at the prayer service, which 
will include both English- and Spanish-speaking RENEW 
members. 


U.S. bishops issue 
second draft of 
economy pastoral

WASHINGTON (NC) — A ‘‘preferential option for 
the poor’’ is both a Christian mandate and common-sense 
economics, says the second draft of the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter on Catholic teaching and the U.S. 
economy. 

The way a society handles the needs of the poor “‘is the 
litmus test of its justice or injustice,’’ it says. 

THE NEW DRAFT, shortened and significantly 
changed in tone and structure but not in substance, was 
released in Washington Oct. 7. 

Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee, chair- 
man of the five-bishop drafting committee that has been 
working on the pastoral for nearly five years, presented 
the new document at a press conference in Washington 
Oct. 6. 


He said the document had been changed or refined in 
many places as a result of criticisms — such as ‘‘the 
barrage we got on relying too much on the government 
for solving problems.”’ 

WHILE THE second draft keeps a strong focus on the 
rights of the poor, he said, it places that concern far more 
clearly in the context of the common good of all and links 
it positively with a concern for the middle class and the 
near-poor as well. Criticisms made the writing committee 
realize that in the first draft ‘‘we had not adequately dealt 
with the middle class,’’ he said. 


The new draft still. calls, as the first did, for major 
changes in U.S. governmental policies, including: 


© ‘Full employment’’ as a national policy of highest 
priority, including state and federal job creation and 
training to take up the slack where the private sector 
cannot. ‘‘Employment is a basic right,’’ the draft says, 
and ‘‘full employment is the foundation of a just 
economy.” 


© Tax reform to restore more progressivity to tax rates 
and to end taxation of those in poverty, and substantial 
reforms in social assistance programs for the poor and 
needy, including a national minimum benefit standard. 


¢ A revamping of agricultural policy to promote and 
preserve family farms, which the draft says are seriously 
endangered by current policies that favor large agri- 
business.

Briefs 


RIGHTS OF FATHERS — The executive 
director of the Catholic Conference of Illinois 
has objected to Gov. James Thompson’s veto 
of state legislation that would have allowed 
husbands to prevent their wives from having 
abortions. The director, Father John Quinn, 
said the rights of fathers in abortions should be 
upheld. Thompson said he vetoed the bill 
because it was unconstitutional, but Father 
Quinn said the U.S. Supreme Court had 
decided to reconsider some state statutes 
dealing with abortion, including a state law 
from Illinois. 


QUESTIONABLE LEGISLATION — The 
Catholic bishops of Massachusetts, Opposing 
proposed homosexual rights legislation in the 
State, said their concern was heightened by ‘‘a 
common perception in our country that what- 
ever is declared legal by that very fact becomes 
morally right. Our failure to oppose this bill 
could give rise to the false impression that the 
Catholic Church accepts the homosexual life- 
style as a morally feasible option.’” The 
Statement was signed by Cardinal Bernard 
Law of Boston, Bishop Daniel A. Cronin of 
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Fall River, Bishop Timothy J. Harrington of 
Worcester, and Bishop Joseph F. Maguire of 
Springfield. 


CARE FOR AIDS VICTIMS — The Arch- 
diocese of New York is committed to a “‘total 
care system’’ for victims of AIDS, including a 
residence for them, Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor wrote in Catholic New York, the 
archdiocesan newspaper. He called on people 
not to retreat from AIDS victims in fear, 
confusion, and ignorance and said the arch- 
diocese ‘‘is committed to do its best to minister 
to every person who is ill, of whatever 
disorder, because of our commitment to the 
belief that every person is made in the image 
and likeness of God.”’ 


U.S. SYNOD MEMBERS — Pope John 
Paul II has named U.S. Cardinals John Krol 
of Philadelphia and Bernard F. Law of Boston 
as members of the extraordinary Synod of 
Bishops. Cardinal Krol also was named as one 
of the three synod co-presidents. The other co- 


presidents appointed were Cardinals Joseph - 


Malula of Kinshasa, Zaire, and Johannes 
Willebrands, president of the Vatican 
Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity. 
The extraordinary synod, scheduled for Nov. 
24-Dec. 8, was called by Pope John Paul II to 
assess the teachings of the Second Vatican 
Council 20 years after its close. Bishop James 
Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, president of the 
U.S. bishops’ conference, will also attend 
the Synod. 
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COURT GRANTS REPRIEVE — A federal 
court in New York has granted the New York 
City school system a one-year delay in 
carrying out the U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling 
that public school teachers may not provide 
remedial services in parochial schools. The 
delay was granted on the condition that the 
chancellor of the New York City Board of 
Education report every 60 days on the progress 
being made to conform to the Supreme 
Court’s July 1 decision. 


KNIGHTS CHAPEL — The Knights of 
Columbus will contribute $2 million for a 
chapel to be built in the new headquarters of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and the U.S. Catholic Conference. The 


announcement of the contribution was made ~ 


by the NCCB-USCC in Washington and at 
the Knights’ headquarters in New Haven, 
Conn. The chapel will be known as the 
“Knights Chapel’’ in honor of retired Bishop 
Charles P. Greco of Alexandria-Shreveport, 
La., the first member of the hierarchy to serve 
the Knights as supreme chaplain. 


CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS NAMED — 
Msgr. John R. McNamara, a priest of the 
Boston archdiocese, has been appointed Navy 
chief of chaplains and director of religious 
ministries with the rank of rear admiral, the 
Department of the Navy announced in 
Washington. The Office of the Chief of 
Chaplains manages the Navy’s 1,126-member 
chaplain corps and more than 1,100 enlisted 
religious program specialists.

Southern Cross hires

ALCALA PARK — Marianna McLoughlin joined the 
Southern Cross staff as assistant editor Oct. 1.

SHE HAD also been editor of Visions and Venture, 
youth magazines published by Our Sunday Visitor.

She cited liberation theology as a controversial issue on 
which members of the hierarchy hold opposite views. 
Cardinal Paul Arns, archbishop of Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
supports Franciscan Father Leonardo Boff ‘‘to the extent 
of giving up his position as caidinal,’? McLoughlin 
explained. Father Boff was silenced by the Church for his 
teachings on liberation theology. 


ON THE other hand, Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
prefect of the Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, ‘‘has questioned the validity of liberation 
theology,’’ she added. 

“The Catholic Press has an obligation to give a full 
background on both sides’’ of such issues so readers can 
arrive at their own conclusions, she said. 


“The Southern Cross should publish as much in-depth 
news of the Church as possible.’’ As the ‘‘people’s paper, 
it should reflect the views of the people in the diocese.”’

Who speaks for the laity? 


In The Church and a Catholic Conscience, Robert L. Spaeth of 
St. John’s University in Collegeville, Minn., argues that the 
U.S. bishops make too many public-policy statements. He is 
particularly concerned about their recent pastoral letter on peace 
and the forthcoming pastoral on the economy. 


Spaeth thinks the bishops’ new emphasis on politics is ‘full of 
dangers’’ and that they ought to reconsider. He has said this for 
years, always with great civility, but he says it more 
systematically and at greater length in his thoughtful new book. 


One area I question is Spaeth’s warning that the bishops’ 
statements will create disunity in the Catholic community, 
polarizing it along partisan political lines. A related danger, he 
believes, is that they will undermine the principle of church-state 
separation. 


Spaeth’s warning is not without merit. However, it is stated 
too simplistically and fails to reflect the full range of U.S. 
experience or of legitimate viewpoints on this issue. A few 
examples may illustrate my concern. 


1. The secretary general of the Southern Africa Catholic 
Bishops’ Conference has called on the president of South Africa 
to end that nation’s state of emergency ‘‘forthwith’’ and abolish 
apartheid, its legalized system of racial discrimination. Should 
we have refrained from making this demand for fear of creating 
disunity and violating the separation of church and state? 


2. I read recently that the late Msgr. Peter Guilday, a noted 
expert in American church history, lavishly praised the 19th- 
century U.S. bishops for refusing to confront the issue of slavery. 
Writing in 1932, he said that ‘‘perhaps the outstanding proof of 
the wisdom of our prelates lies in their silence on the slavery 
question, then dividing political parties and the churches of other 
denominations into antagonistic groups, which have never been 
wholly reconciled.’’ 


He argued that slavery was a purely political issue. ‘“No other 
church in the land, then as now,’’ he said, ‘‘has realized the 
supreme need of keeping itself free from political questions; and 
no other church has sympathized more profoundly with the basic 
American distrust of ecclesiastical interference in public life.’’ 


Although that statement reads like a paraphrase of Spaeth, I 
cannot believe he would agree with it. I prefer to believe that, 
risking the appearance of inconsistency, he would argue that the 
thunderous silence of the 19th-century bishops on the question of 
slavery was a scandal that had disastrous pastoral consequences. 


3. The campesinos who took part in the recent convention of 
the Farm Labor Organizing Committee in Toledo, Ohio, are 
among the most disadvantaged workers in the United States and 
are literally without a voice in our success-oriented society. They 
received a statement from the local bishop explaining why the 
bishops of Ohio have endorsed FLOC’s boycott against a major 
vegetable processor in the Ohio-Michigan region. 


Spaeth would probably argue that the bishops unwisely pre- 
empted the laity’s unique role, but the campesinos — also laity 
— would disagree. That doesn’t mean Ohio’s bishops and the 
campesinos are necessarily right and Spaeth and Company 
wrong. It suggests, however, that overstating the distinction 
between bishops and laity is just as myopic as understating it. 


Many lay people ask that the bishops say more rather than less 
about public policy. Often they are poor people who cannot 
articulate their views as eloquently as Spaeth and are seldom 
heard in the public forum. These people merit a respectful 
hearing, not just from the bishops, but especially from their 
better-educated fellow Catholics of neoconservative persuasion 
who urge the bishops to show more respect for the opinion of the 
laity. 


Who speaks for the laity on this issue? I certainly don’t, and 
neither do the bishops. But neither does Spaeth, as he himself 
would undoubtedly be the first to admit.

God is love 


The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul IT’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Oct. 2. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


The first letter of St. John teaches us that God is love. We 
consider in our catechesis today this fundamental truth about 
God. All of God’s revelation, in both words and events, expresses 
His love for us. Its fullest expression is shown forth in the person 
of Christ, especially in His cross and resurrection. As Jesus 
Himself said: ‘‘God so loved the world that He gave His only 
Son, that whoever believes in Him may not die but may have 
eternal life.’’ : 


The Old Testament prepares the way for the fullest revelation 
of God as love. For example, in the Book of Wisdom we read: 
““You have mercy on all, because You can do all things; for You 
love all things that are and loathe nothing that You have made; 
for what You hated, You would not have fashioned.’’ Can we not 
say that these words clearly show that our creator is a God of 
love? In the mystery of creation the exercise of God’s almighty 
power is guided by wisdom and moved by love. His creative 
activity always gives life. 

The Lord also shows Himself as the God of the covenant. 
Through all His saving actions on behalf of the chosen people, 
He reveals that He is always just and faithful, that He is full of 
tenderness and compassion. Announcing the great mystery of 
God’s love for us in Christ, St. Paul writes to the Ephesians: 
‘But God is rich in mercy; because of His great love for us He 
brought us to life with Christ when we were dead in sin. By this 
favor you were saved.’

Why single out South Africa? 


In a world where totalitarian rule, political assassinations, 
kidnappings, the jailing of dissidents, and torture are 
commonplace, why do we now single out South Africa for special 
attention, condemnation, and economic sanctions? 


That is a question which is being asked not only by defenders 
of the South African government, but also by many who are 
strongly opposed to the South African system. Why, they 
legitimately ask, do we call for action against Pretoria while 
encouraging detente with other violators of fundamental human 
rights? 


One immediate response is that the real world does not lend 
itself to what New York Times columnist Anthony Lewis calls 
“ideological symmetry.’’ Absolute consistency is seldom 
possible, nor is it always desirable. Every situation is unique. 
Sometimes we deplore a condition but lack the leverage to act on 
it constructively. At other times competing interests, such as 
military necessity or the need for an essential commodity inhibit 
action. But our inability to deal with every evil in this world 
should not mean that we refuse to act when there is a chance that 
we can make a difference. The Union of South Africa, as I see it, 
presents such an opportunity at this particular moment in 
history. 


While the white minority permits itself the blessings of political 
rights and many civil liberties it systematically denies these to the 
black majority. At the same time it professes membership in the 
free-world’s family of nations. 


Also, the racial policies of South Africa require special concern 
because they threaten to provoke a civil strife which could have 
serious consequences for the United States. Domestic relations 
among blacks and whites in America could be jeopardized by this 
conflict. 


A fourth consideration is the link between events in South 
Africa and America’s relations with other African nations. The 
future of our involvement and influence on the entire continent 
may depend on how the rest of the African countries perceive our 
actions regarding the system of South Africa which they view as a 
denial of their own human dignity. 


To not use every possible leverage in opposition to apartheid is 
to violate our own self-interest.

Dominican Father Joseph H. Valine is a 74-year-old 
modern day missionary dedicated to serving missions in 
the far-flung Diocese of Salt Lake City. For years, to 
support his missions, Father has gotten up to make 
doughnuts each morning to sell to railroaders, residents 
and tourists. Although in poor health, his zeal has not 
diminished. He continues to travel great distances to 
minister to people in missionary areas of Utah. 


SISTER MARY Dolores Cardenas, C.D.P., 91, of the 
San Antonio diocese has given her life to bringing faith to 
the Hispanics of the Southwest. Her tireless efforts began 
as a teenager, seventh in a family of 13, whose parents 
were forced from Mexico in the Revolution of 1907. 


Since then she has founded schools for Hispanics, set 
up numerous programs to meet physical and spiritual 
needs and served as a Catholic presence where there was 
little. She continues today, although curtailed by arthritis, 
by penning a weekly meditation column on spiritual and 
social matters, in Spanish, of course.

As I checked the date on the calendar today I realized 
that, not only is it the eve of the feast of St. Francis of 
Assisi, but the anniversary of the birthday of a man whose 
influence upon me was so profound as to touch my whole 
life.

It 
was hard to imagine him wearing down, perhaps because 
the warm brilliance of his smile remained to the end, his 
blue eyes alight with laughter.

The threat 


The U.S. Catholic bishops have been exceedingly 
energetic these past few years in the production of 
pastoral letters: on peace, on the economy, on women, on 
sexual ethics and so forth. 


One can hardly blame the bishops for not yet 
addressing every possible topic that someone somewhere 
might think important. However, there has been one very 
obvious oversight: fundamentalism. 


A prominent Catholic biblical scholar has observed that 
the number of Catholics who have been lost to the Church 
because of Hans Kueng could hold a convention in a 
telephone booth, but the number lost because of 
fundamentalism is in the thousands. 


FUNDAMENTALISM MAY be the most immediate 
threat to Catholic faith in the United States today. Some 
of the television evangelists —’ all Protestant 
fundamentalists — boast that as much as 30 percent of 
their financial support comes from Catholic viewers. 

In fact, when Jimmy Swaggart recently criticized 
certain points of Catholic doctrine, including the papacy, 
his fellow preachers urged him to back off for fear of 


alienating their Catholic supports. He did not, by the. 


way. 

Thousands of Catholics belong to fundamentalist Bible 
study groups and flock to préaching-and-prayer services 
in convention centers and outdoor stadiums all across the 
United States. 

WHO CAN precisely calculate the number of ex- 


Servite Sister Mary Catherine Hurley has dedicated 
many years of her life in serving Christ’s poor in the 
‘thollers’’ of the Appalachian Mountains in her Diocese 
of Covington, Ky. Her service to all in need is a shining 
witness to the charism of compassion. ‘‘Sis’’ Mary 
Catherine, as she is affectionately called, suffered a stroke 
in 1984 but returned to continue serving the poor in a 
wheelchair. 


SHE DISTRIBUTED 2,500 food baskets to coal 
miners’ families every Christmas. With high 
unemployment around her, she raises money to help pay 
rent and utility bills. She teaches religion to the 
homebound. She dreams of starting a center where people 
can come for food, clothing and training in the crafts of 
knitting and sewing. 

All eight deserve the Lumen Christi Award. While they 
didn’t ‘‘win,’’ they are winners. 

Let’s meet the man chosen for the 1985 Lumen Christi 
Award. Brother Mathias Barret, B.G.S. of the Diocese of 
Santa Fe, N.M., was selected for the honor because of his 
lifelong dedication to the destitute by establishing soup 
kitchens and shelters. 


HIS SELFLESS dedication to the homeless has 
inspired many others to join him in his ministry. His 
Archbishop, Robert F. Sanchez, says of him, “‘Except 


The friendship he so readily shared was always the most 
powerful influence for good. His own principles were so 
evident. His faith seemed so secure. His vision of what it 
means to be Christian in this world so solid and true that 
in later years, when faced with my own dilemmas, I 
would pause and recall his image to mind, asking myself, 
‘‘What would he advise?’’ And in the recollection of his 
uncompromising honesty the problem would fall into the 
correct perspective and the decision be made for me. 


HIS WAS the kind of friendship I always wished for 
my children, a warm, loving presence that would draw 
one to confide those things that exposed vulnerable areas 
of growth and uncertainty. And always, to find the 
difficult ‘‘confessions’’ received with the same quizzical, 
accepting smile, the same gentle, loving eyes. And the 
same firm moral standards and rules. 


He was a traditionalist — everyone was in those days. 
The laws of the Church were the laws by which he lived; 
but the strong, kind Nazarene was the One who dictated 
how he lived them and led us through them to 
commitment. In all the years I would no more have 
doubted his love than I could doubt God’s love for me — 
and perhaps it was because of his that I did not doubt 
God’s. To my young mind there was not much difference 
between Father Francis’ unchanging faith in me as a 
person and his unquestioning acceptance and forgiveness 
and the way I envisioned God’s attitude towards me. Like

perhaps for Mother Teresa of Calcutta, I cannot think of 
another outstanding churchman in the world who has so 
totally dedicated his life to assist the poor, the crippled 
and the forgotten.”’ 


Brother Mathias, born in Ireland in 1900, was 
determined to go to America to aid the poor after hearing 
stories of hardships endured by many Irish immigrants to 
the United States. 


He came to the United States in the late 1930s. “‘I slept 
on newspapers and gunny sacks with the men at first. In 
the mornings, I’d beg for food for them in the open 
market,’’ recalls Brother Mathias. 


OVER THE past 50 years, he has established 
numerous soup kitchens and refuges for transient men, 
homes for the retarded and indigent, centers for 
epileptics, and convalescent homes for aged priests across 
the nation. 


His desire to work in U.S. missions led him to leave his 
Irish order and found the Little Brothers of the Good 
Shepherd here, dedicated to feeding, clothing and 
sheltering the poor. ‘‘The first rule is never to turn 
anyone away,’’ Brother Mathias declares. ‘‘Every poor 
person, no matter how dirty or repugnant, is welcome. 
For we never know whether he or she is Jesus in 
disguise.’’ Congratulations, Brother, and thank you.

the Christ he had ‘‘put on’’ at ordination, he led one to 
God through his own loving disposition and belief. 


A priest like that is an immeasurable gift. The 
foundations he can lay, the lives he can mold, the hearts 
he can free, must inevitably be gifts to others, so that he 
will redeem more lives even than he comes in contact with 
— spreading ripples like a stone fallen in water. He 
communicated love and joy of life without ever 
compromising the integrity of his priesthood — and 
indeed, would extricate himself firmly from any situation 
or person who seemed forgetful that he was first and 
always a priest. 

ONE PERSON has such tremendous power — such 
potential — to be both a witness and a beacon to others. 
There are so many wavering hearts that he or she may 
draw to positive faith and freedom. There are so many 
lives that can be eased and straightened by solid, joyful 
Christian faith. 


No one has to my knowledge referred to Father Francis 
as a saint. I am not too sure how saints are defined. He 
was a very human person who teased and joked and 
laughed with the gusto of a child. He loved God, he loved 
people and he enjoyed life — and he led us joyfully to 
know God better and to trust Him wholly. Remembering 
him today, I wonder how many there are who think of 
him with deep gratitude in their, hearts;. how many who 
have found their way because of that one life.

Catholics in the Jehovah’s Witnesses, Assembly of God, 
and various other Pentecostal churches? These Catholics 
had found themselves defenseless against attractively 
simplistic interpretations of sacred Scripture. The 
Catholic biblical renewal, launched by Pope Pius XII and 
given new impetus by the Second Vatican Council, has 
had no impact at all on such Catholics’ catechetical 
formation (or, the truth must be told, upon the seminary 
education of some of their pastors). 


Even today, many, many Catholics remain completely 
unfamiliar with Pope Pius XII’s encyclical Divino Afflante 
Spiritu, the Pontifical Biblical Commission’s Instruction on 
the Historical Truth of the Gospels (1964), or the Second 
Vatican Council’s Dogmatic Constitution on Divine 
Revelation (1965). 


It is as if the biblical renewal of the 1940s, ’50s and ’60s 
did not happen. They continue to read the Bible (when 
they read it) as any uninformed Catholic might have read 
it in 1935. 


I HAD a letter recently from a reader of this column 
trying to prove that, in order to be saved, all that we have 
to do is believe in the divinity of Christ. Her proof? The 
exchange between the so-called good thief and Jesus on 
Calvary. (And that is only one example of hundreds.) 


With the biblical fundamentalist, however, it is almost 
always a mistake to be drawn into an argument over a 
particular text, because the effort to make the proper 
distinctions will be no match for the rifle-shot of certitude 
one receives in return. A more practical tactic may be to 


distract the fundamentalist with a fundamentalist text of 
one’s own. An example: ‘‘Not everyone who says to me, 
‘Lord, Lord,’ shall enter the kingdom of heaven, but he 
who does the will of my Father who is in heaven’’ 
(Matthew 7:21). There are many others. 


One can also remind the Catholic fundamentalist that 
his or her Protestant fundamentalist bedfellows are 
committed anti-Catholics. One has.only to ask them what 
they think of the papacy (not simply what they think of 
Pope John Paul II, whom many of them admire 
personally for his conservatism, but what they think of the 
very idea of the Petrine ministry). Or what they think of 
Mary, the ordained priesthood, the Eucharist, the 
sacramental system in general, the intercession of saints, 
and especially the Church’s authority to interpret Sacred 
Scripture. 


CATHOLIC FUNDAMENTALISTS cannot have it 
both ways: bemoaning the erosion of traditional, 
orthodox Catholicism, while throwing in their own 
spiritual lot with those who reject basic Catholic dogmas 
as unbiblical and, therefore, false. 


Too many of us assume that, because the biblical 
renewal has been with us now for 25 or 30 years, just 
about everyone in the Catholic Church has been exposed 
to it. This is not at all the case.

e A restoration of the United States to its former 
leadership position in Third-World aid, especially 
through multilateral programs that have suffered serious 
damage in recent years because of U.S. opposition. 


WHILE INSISTING on a substantial government 
role in such areas, however, the new draft also spells out 
more clearly the roles of employers, investors, owners, 
workers, volunteers, and voluntary agencies in dealing 
with various issues. 

Conservative thinker Michael Novak of the American 
Enterprise Institute, a leading critic of the first draft of the 
pastoral when it came out last year, said he saw “‘scores, if 
not hundreds, of changes’’ resulting from criticisms of the 
first draft. 

Archbishop Weakland said his committee had plowed 
through some 10,000 pages of reaction from bishops and 
others in the process of analyzing and rewriting the 
second draft. 


ONE RESULT of the rewriting was to shorten the 
document considerably. The first draft ran more than 
63,000 words, including its footnotes. The second draft is 
just over 49,999 words with footnotes, and about 41,000 
without. 

Novak said he still had serious objections to many 
points in the new draft, but he had to ‘‘give credit where

credit is due’’ on the committee’s ‘‘tremendous job of 
trying to listen to and learn from their critics.”’ 


Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New York, speaking at 
the University of Notre Dame in Indiana a week before 
the new draft’s release, called it a “‘very dramatic 
improvement over the first draft.’’ 


THE CARDINAL said the way in which the 
committee incorporated the wide spectrum of criticisms it 
received, while retaining all its essential concerns, was 
“‘one of the most amazing things I have ever seen.’’

Pro-lifers bury aborted fetuses

such as “‘Abortion is murder,’’ ‘‘We shall 
overcome,’’ and ‘‘Give life a chance.’’ 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Auxiliary 
Bishop John J. Ward of Los Angeles 
blessed six coffins bearing 16,433 aborted 
fetuses in a memorial service Oct. 6 at 
Odd Fellows Cemetery in East Los 
Angeles. 


The fetuses were found three years ago 
in a container at the home of a man who’ 
operated a medical laboratory in Santa 
Monica, Calif. The court battle ensued 
when the Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors voted in August to allow 
burial of the fetuses. 


ANGELES County Supervisor Mike 
Antonovich read a eulogy from President 
Reagan to the crowd of about 500 people. 


“Your decision to hold a memorial 
service for these children is most fitting 
and proper. On such an occasion, we 
must strengthen our resolve to end this 
national tragedy. I am hopeful that 
evidence like that found in California will 
move those who have thus far preferred 
silence or inaction and encourage them to 
agree that something must be done,”’ 
Reagan wrote. 

“‘Just as the terrible toll of Gettysburg 
can be traced to. a tragic decision of a 
divided Supreme Court, so also can these 
deaths be mourned,”’ the president wrote, 
referring to the Supreme Court’s 1857 
Dred Scott decision, which held that a 
slave was property, not a person.”’ 

HE ADDED, ‘Once again, a whole 
category of human beings has been ruled 
outside the protection of the law by a 
court ruling that clashed with our deepest 
moral convictions.’’

Four U.S. Marines formed a color 
guard, unfolding an American flag and 
draping it over one of the six coffins and 
standing at attention throughout the two- 
hour service.

Robert K. Dornan, R-Calif., 
and representatives of Democratic state 
Sens. David A. Roberti and Joseph 
Montoya. Dornan called abortion an 
“‘American holocaust’’ and compared it 
with the Nazi reign of terror. 


Hank Stolk, an employee of Martin 
Container Corp., described his shock 
when he discovered the contents of the 
container. 


“One of the boxes fell out of the 
container, spilling its contents on the 
ground. I stared at a large object, but 
couldn’t tell what it was. I called my boss 
to come over and take a look. All of a 
sudden we realized with great horror that 
it was the decapitated body of a baby. 
Other workers started vomiting,’’ said 
Stolk, who recalled ‘‘the stench of formal- 
dehyde and decomposing human flesh.’’ 


Joan Patton, president of the San 
Diego Right to Life chapter, reported that 
70 people from the San Diego area 
attended the burial ceremony.

MISSION SUNDAY is also a day of 
financial support for the missionary work 
of the Church. 


Last year, the Mission Sunday 
collection in the United States amounted 
to some $16.4 million. (See insert in this 
issue for amount donated in the San 
Diego diocese.) Fifty-one percent of this 
amount forms the core of funds from 
which the Propagation of the Faith sends 
Support to the more than 700 local 
churches or dioceses of the developing 
world that depend so heavily on this aid.

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Canonization, or the formal 
declaration by the Catholic Church of a 
particular individual’s personal salvation, 
has always been described as “‘the most 
complicated legal process in the world.”’

Inspiring history

the Franciscan Province of Santa

An historical commission was 
established by the Bishop of Monterey- 
Fresno on Dec. 17, 1943. Three well- 
known scholars, one of them a non- 
Catholic, were instructed to collect all 
existing writings of Serra and all data 
concerning his life, character and 


dedicated the valley to Our Lady of 
Mercy, naming it ‘“Nuestra Senora de la 
Merced of the Timpanogatsis.’’ 
Timpanogatsis is the Indian name for the 
high mountain, now known as 
Timpanogas Mountain, that overlooks 
the valley. The friars were looking for a 
route to Monterey but were overtaken by 
winter and had to return to New Mexico. 
They were never able to return. 


This historical event isn’t known to 
very many people. In fact, scarcely 
anyone I ever talk to knows about it, not 
even Catholics who live in Utah.

reputation. The work of finding, 
gathering and assembling the necessary 
materials from over 125 libraries and 
archives from around the world took five 
years of dedicated effort on the part of 
Father Maynard J. Geiger, O.F.M. 


PEOPLE OF Mexican, Spanish, 
Indian and early American ancestry were 
interviewed on what they knew of Father 
Serra from family tradition. Out of this 
testimony, the vice-postulator drew up a 
series of statements to be proven in an 
ecclesial forum. 


Formal court proceedings began on 
Dec. 12, 1948, at Fresno, presided over 
by Bishop Aloysius J. Willinger. Oaths of 
fidelity and secrecy were taken by all 
attached to the cause. Specially chosen 
judges were empowered to interrogate 
witnesses with questions submitted by the 
Promoter of the Faith, or the ‘‘Devil’s 
Advocate.’’ At this hearing the 2420 
documents (7500 pages) of Serra’s writing 
were carefully examined for doctrinal 
content. 


All sessions were held behind locked. 
doors to prevent any possible collusion. 
The vice-postulator, after an_ initial 
appearance, took no part in the 
investigation process, ‘‘the only court in 
the world in which the man who is 
pleading the case is not allowed to be 


present!”’ 


AFTER FOUR days at Fresno, the 
court reconvened at Carmel, burial place 
of Junipero Serra. There another process 
was inaugurated to ascertain whether any 
unauthorized veneration had taken place. 
The judges, seated in the sanctuary, 
questioned a number of early pioneers 
““as to the nature of the pilgrimages and 
devotions in honor of Padre Serra after his 
death in 1784.” 


Subsequently, testimony was given by 
members of the Diocesan Historical 
Commission concerning the 5000 pages of 
materials written about Serra by kings, 
viceroys, clergymen, 
civilians and confreres. At the conclusion 
of these and later court sessions, reports of 
the meetings were packed in boxes, 
stamped with the episcopal seal, and 
shipped to Rome’s Sacred Congregation 
of Rites for further examination. 


The recent publication of the 
Summarium and its’ lengthy 
supplementary volume of Serra’s 
worthiness for beatification complete the 
canonical process. Fray Junipero Serra 


needs only the formal approval and 
declaration of the Holy Father before 
taking his place among those known in 
Christian annals as the 
Lord.”’

Youth have right to childhood | 
having traditional values

WASHINGTON (NC) — America’s 
young people have a right to a traditional 
childhood with values, not images of 
violence and perversity, President 
Reagan told educators Oct. 1 in a 
ceremony recognizing outstanding 
secondary schools. 


“America’s young people have rights 
too,’’ he said in his statement. “They 
have a right to grow up without being 
constantly bombarded by images of 
violence and perversity. Let’s give our 
children back their childhood. Let’s give 
them the support all children need — the 
support of traditional values like family, 
faith, hope, charity and freedom.”’ 


THE WHITE House ceremony 
honored 281 public and private secondary 
schools, including 39 Catholic schools. 
The Secondary School Recognition 
Program and Exemplary Private School 
Recognition Project are U.S. Department 
of Education programs. The department 
gave the Council for American Private 
Education a grant to select the private 
schools. 


Parents and teachers both want 
students to learn values, Reagan told the 
educators representing the schools. ‘‘A 
value-neutral education is a contradiction 
in terms. If.we fail to instruct our children 
in values of justice and liberty, we’ll be 
condemning them to a world without 
virtue: a life in the twilight of civilization 
where the great truths have been 
forgotten.”’ 


He called for not only ridding schools 
of crime, drugs and violence but urged 
the media and entertainment industries to 
‘‘stop glorifying violence and 
promiscuous sex.’’ 


‘AND MAYBE, in this modern age 
our schoolchildren need a little extra 
support. Maybe like the rest of us, 
sometime during the day they need that 
extra support of prayer,’’ he added. 


He said he believes that ‘“‘if some of 
those people who spend all their time

trying to keep God out of our nation’s 
schools spent just as much time trying to 
keep out drugs and violence, well, they’d 
certainly be doing our children a lot more 
good.”’ 


In many schools students are taught the 
economic burdens of national defense, 
Reagan said. ‘‘Fair enough. But, while 
being taught about the cost of defending 
freedom, shouldn’t they also learn that 
the price will be far greater if we fail to 
defend freedom? Yes, our school children 
should know about their country’s faults, 
but they should also be taught that by any 
objective measure, we live in the freest, 
most prosperous nation in the history of 
the world.”’

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Actor's faith Svenae es career, private life

There are some actors I admire but don’t want to talk 
to, simply because they don’t seem that interesting. ‘hen 
there are some I have wanted to talk to and they turned 
out. to be big duds (no names, please). Then there are 
some I haven’t been able to corral. 


Finally, there are the delights — actors I admire and 
who have granted interviews and turned out to be 
fascinating people. The latest one to fit that description is 
Martin Sheen, who will appear Oct. 12 in Out of the 
Darkness, a CBS made-for-TV film about the ‘‘Son of 
Sam’’ murder case. 


IN Out of the Darkness, Sheen portrays Ed Zigo, the 
real-life police detective who helped solve the mass 
murders committed in New York City during 1976 and 
1977 by David Berkowitz, known as ‘‘the Son of Sam.’ 


‘‘Zigo (a Catholic) is a devout man,’’ Sheen told me. 
‘“‘We see how he projects that into his police work. We 
don’t see him at Mass or praying the rosary, but the 
man’s character is a projection of his faith and 


spirituality.”

Sheen (who took his stage name from Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen) has been associated with several films involving 
spiritual matters, including Catholics on TV and Ghandi 
in the theaters. He chooses such roles, he said, ‘“because I 
am drawn to the light, whether it’s Catholic or Buddhist, 
or Moslem. I’m thrilled to find it in Catholicism.”’ 


HE DIDN’T always find it there, however. Raised a 
Catholic, he left the Church for a number of years. 
Although impressed by the spirituality of people of other 
religions whom he met (especially Jewish friends), Sheen 
remained an apostate until he suffered a heart attack

while filming Apocalypse Now. Subsequently, he began 
reflecting on his life and returned to the Church. 


‘*T came back after being alone in the world for a lot of 
years,’’ he said. ‘‘I need the structure, the sacraments, 
the support and the nourishment of the Church.”’ 


When he returned to the Church, he was particularly 
impressed with its social justice work. ‘“When you go to 
the ghetto or where there’s trouble, the Church is there,”’ 
he noted. ‘‘When the media went to the horn of Africa 
and found the famine, the Church was already there.”’ 


HE IS also a backer of the Catholic peace movement. 
“‘We are commanded in the Gospel to be peacemakers,”’ 
he says. ‘‘We’re all members of a state-sponsored religion 
called ‘Nuclearism’ and we all tithe to it and pay for 
weapons while there is so much social injustice.”’ 


The people who oppose that injustice, Sheen stressed, 


‘are my Church; those are my Catholics. When I came 
back after fighting through the nonsense of the world, I 
asked why the Church wasn’t with the suffering. The 
question really is, ‘Why wasn’t I doing it?’ That’s the 
Gospel message — to take care of the plank in our own 
eyes.” 

One regret Sheen has about his apostasy was that his 
children were raised without a religious background. 
‘‘They were stunned at my return to the faith,’’ he 
recalled. ‘“They thought I was a lunatic. Now I try to live 
to inspire them spiritually and I’ve had some success. I do 
that rather than preach at them. 


‘““NATURALLY, I regret that I didn’t raise them 
Catholics, but I can’t do anything about the past. I didn’t 
do anything damaging to them, but I didn’t inspire them 
either. My career and my self were the focal points of my 
life, not them. That changed. Now I balance my career 
with the rest of my life, and my children and wife are 
more important to me. I feel guilty that I didn’t do that 
earlier, but I have to be forgiving of myself as well as of 
others.”’ 


Sheen’s enthusiasm about his faith and his self- 
effacement are refreshing. So is his attitude toward his 
movie. I asked him to say something that would persuade 
viewers to watch it, an invitation that usually leads 
performers to find all sorts of reasons why their program 
is not to be.missed. Sheen was more realistic. 

“‘People have been disappointed in the past by TV 
shows and I’ve been guilty of disappointing them,’’ he 
replied. “‘But I’d say, ‘Give it a shot. It’s a good show 
and you’ll get something out of it. 


IF ONLY more performers could be like Sheen.

Abels combines acting career, deacon ministry

NEW YORK(NC) — He was the unsuccessful suitor 
of a flamboyant character on the daytime drama All My 
Children. He had the title role in Shakespeare’s Henry VI, 
and he enjoys a recurring role of a priest on One Life to 
Live. 

His other credits include dramas by Chekhov and 
Eugene O’Neill, the Broadway production of Nuts and 
television’s Playhouse 90. His is the voice heard on 
Kodak and Dodge commercials, as well as several public 
television productions. 


WHAT GREGORY Abels considers his most 
important role, however, is his real-life ministry as a 
permanent deacon. Ordained in 1977, Abels is now 
serving at St. Malachy’s Church in Manhattan, which is 
also known as ‘“The Actor’s Chapel’’ because of its 
location in the theater district. 


“Tm an actor who’s married, a father, living in 
Greenwich Village, but I’m also a permanent deacon with 
a strong ministry,’’ Abels said in an interview with 
Catholic New York, newspaper of the New York 
Archdiocese. 


Abels’ ministry includes preaching on Sundays, 


counseling, retreat work and involvement in peace and 
justice issues through Pax Christi and Bread for the 
World.

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I focus in on prayer and.the Gospel with them, helping 
them to recognize their identities as children of God and 
deal with any insecurities they might have,’’ Abels said. 


The 43-year-old actor said he studied writing at 
Providence College, but left to pursue studies in acting. 


‘‘T was fortunate enough to be able to make a career of 
it,’’ he said. 


IN 1967 he married his wife, Janet, whom he had met 
at a Milwaukee acting school. She influenced his return to 
the Catholic faith. 


“*T was experiencing a great longing, a restlessness,’’ he 
said. Because his wife is very devout, she suggested that 
he read Thomas Merton. ‘‘That began my relationship 
with him,’’ Abels said. 


He then started making retreats at Gethsemani, Ky., 
and he learned about contemplative prayer. ‘‘It started a 
light in my mind that eventually touched my heart,” 
Abels said. 


ABELS SAID he admired Merton’s openness, his 
sense of humor and his eagerness to study Eastern 
religions. He also said he found Merton’s outspokenness 
about the arms race and civil rights ‘‘inspiring.’’ He has 
since produced a cassette series on Merton for Paulist 
Press and he was the voice of Merton-in the 1984 public 
television documentary. 


He became increasingly involved in his parish, St. 


Joseph’s in Greenwich Village, working with the liturgy 
committee, lectors, bringing food to shut-ins and 
founding the annual ecumenical unity day held in 
Washington Square Park on Palm Sunday. 


The transition to the permanent diaconate, at the time 
a relatively new ministry in the archdiocese, seemed 
‘‘very natural to me,’’ Abels said. 


“SONE DAY I was sitting in prayer at St. Joseph’s, and 
I can remember there was an instant when it came to me 
that I was going to have to give of myself as fully as 
possible,’’ he said. 


At the same time, he realized it wasn’t going to be easy. 
‘It’s even more important to me because I realized it 
would not be easy,’’ Abels said. 


He said he was happy at St. Joseph’s, but felt he could 
do more at St. Malachy’s among people in the 
entertainment business who could gain from his personal 
experience. Once at St. Malachy’s, Abels formed a 
meditation group. 


CURRENTLY THE Abels plan to open two cabins 
and their 98-year-old barn at their hay farm in Gardiner, 
N.Y., for people who wish to ‘‘spend time in solitude and 
prayer.”’ 

“‘We’ll offer this during the summer to start, but 
eventually people will be able to go up there even when 
I’m not there.”’ 


‘The Skin Horse’ challenges emotions

NEW YORK (NC)— Any program that tries to 
sensitize viewers to the special problems of the severely 
disabled must first overcome the ‘‘normal’’ person’s 
aversion to physical abnormalities. 


Taking the direct approach by challenging viewers to 
see and hear people with disfiguring impairments is. The 
Skin Horse, an award-winning British documentary, 
airing Wednesday, Oct. 16, 9-10 p.m. on PBS. 


THE PROGRAM’s title comes from The Velveteen 
Rabbit, a children’s book in which a toy horse explains to 
another toy that when someone “‘really loves you, then 
you become real.”’ 

With this as its beginning, the program sets out to 
demonstrate that the disabled, like everyone else, needs to 
love and be loved and not simply to be ‘‘cared for’’ by 
health professionals and social workers. 


Narrated by disabled actor Nabil Shaban, the film 
examines various reasons why society shuns the seriously 
impaired and how great is the pain of this rejection. A 
major cause, he asserts, is society’s emphasis on the body 
rather than the soul, valuing physical beauty more than 
spiritual qualities, thereby creating false values and 
muscle-bound attitudes that burden us all, abled as well as 
disabled. 


THE DOCUMENTARY takes viewers into Britain’s 
Home for Incurables as well as to a club where disabled 
men and women meet and socialize. Some viewers will 


find this emotionally painful and others may be offended 
by several frank exchanges about sexuality and the 
disabled. 

* Produced and directed by Nigel Evans, this 40-minute 
documentary is followed by a discussion moderated by 
Nightline correspondent Betty Rollin.

Priests and Sisters made 
vocations a family affair

ALCALA PARK — At least 48 priests 
and Sisters working in the San Diego 
diocese have members of their immediate 
families who are also in religious life. The 
immediate family, as considered here, 
would include brothers and sisters, aunts 
and uncles, nieces and nephews. 


Many of those interviewed thought that 
the presence of a significant number of 
vocations in family groupings may 
indicate that their parents had provided a 
Christian home in which religion was 
given great value. Father Bill Mooney of 
Blessed Sacrament parish, remembers 
that his parents communicated a high 
regard for the priesthood and were 
‘always positive and supportive’ in 
speaking about the Church. 


SISTERS SHEILA and Roberta 
Collins, twin Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Peace, talked about their mother’s respect 
for the Church and her advocacy of the 
family rosary. 


Msgr. John Dickie of St. Columba 
parish remembers two things that were 
very clear about his parents’ thinking: 
‘“We were not just Sunday Catholics, and 
priests and Sisters were always welcome 
in our home.”’ 


Franciscan Father Ralph Weishaar 
feels strongly that his faith ‘‘was nurtured 
greatly in the home and family setting. 
We learned faith-in-action from our 
parents.”’ 


MERCY SISTER Bernardine 
Morrisroe of Good Shepherd parish, 
whose sister is also a Sister of Mercy, 
remembers her father taking the children 
to Mass ‘‘every day.’’ 


Sacred Heart Sister Agnes Murphy, 
quoted Bishop Buddy’s saying that 


“‘every vocation is born in the heart of a 
mother.’’ Sister Murphy had two priest- 
brothers and one sister a nun, ‘‘because 
our home was staunchly Catholic and we 


had lots of contact with priests and 
sisters.”” 


Father Robert Nikliborc of St. Anne 
Church also quoted Bishop Buddy and 
feels his mother was surely the main 
encouragement for his vocation. ‘‘She 
was a prayerful woman who headed a 
family of nine children. She put no 
pressure on anyone, but three of her sons 
became priests and one of her daughters a 
nun. My mother’s brother was a priest in 
Poland, and she herself had been in a 
convent for awhile.”’ 


MANY OF those interviewed also had 
some older relative in religious life, which 
gave them an experience of priests and 
nuns outside of their official role. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher is among those 
who feel that an uncle was a great 
encouragement to his vocation. Msgr. 
Edward Maher was pastor of St. Patrick 
Church in San Jose until his death in 
1961. During one of many visits to his 
family in Iowa, Msgr. Maher inquired if 
any of his nieces and nephews were 
interested in a religious vocation. Two 
indicated that they were. 


The following year, the future bishop 
and his sister came to California by train: 
she to become Sister Mary Claire of the 
Dominicans of San Rafael, and he to 
finish grammar school in San Jose and 
then enter the seminary at Menlo Park. 
Several years later, their younger brother, 
Raymond, also entered St. Patrick 
Seminary. Today, Father Raymond 
Maher is pastor of St. Aloysius church in 
Palo Alto. 


MSGR. MAHER was, in effect, the 
only relative the three Maher children 
had in California. “‘He would always visit 
us on family days at the seminary,”’ 
Bishop Maher remembers, ‘‘and we 
would spend vacations at the rectory in 
San Jose.”’ 


Bishop Maher’s uncle Leo, for whom

Brother who spent his life in Calcutta, 
India. Although Bishop Maher never met 
this uncle, he still remembers vividly the 
many letters ‘‘Uncle Leo’’ wrote to him. 
“*Both of these men were an inspiration to 
all three of us,’’ the Bishop said. 


Father Ralph Weishaar remembers his 
mother’s brother, Uncle Paul, a diocesan 
priest from Chicago. ’‘He was the soul of 


kindness, good humor, and thoughtful- 
ness.’” 


EVEN THOUGH he did not meet his 
Uncle Mike for some years, Msgr. 
William Bergin of Holy Spirit parish 
remembers his mother talking about her 
brother, a priest in the Diocese of Leeds 
(England). During his years of study in 
England, Msgr. Bergin had the 
opportunity to visit with his uncle.

‘Father Mooney’s priest-uncle was a 
“hard person to get close to,’’ but still he 
gave Mooney ‘‘sage advice about leaving 
Detroit and coming to San Diego.’’

priest-uncle’s visits had on him as a child. 
“He obviously enjoyed being a priest and 
he was fun to be around, because he had a 
positive attitude. Two things stand out in 
my memory: serving his daily Mass 
during his vacations and watching him go 
for walks praying the breviary.’’ Even 
though Msgr. William Clavin never 
asked his nephew to become a priest or to 
come to San Diego, he was quite happy 
when Nicholas did both. 


In addition to the support of family 
members from the previous generation, 
many priests and Sisters have had the 
support of brothers or sisters who have 
also entered religious life.

At first, Sister Alicia Sarre rejected the 
idea of becoming a member of the 
Religious of the Sacred Heart, ‘‘just 
because I looked so much like my older 
sister.’’ The two kept in touch, and 
Dolores had a “‘profound influence’’ on 
Alicia by encouraging her to keep a 
spiritual journal at a young age. Later 
Alicia attended the college where her 
sister taught and also entered the convent. 


SISTER CHARLENE Munana, a 
Sister of St. Joseph of Carondelet, was 
motivated by the positive reports she 
received from her sister, who had entered 
the convent earlier. They see each other 
frequently, correspond regularly, and 
offer each other emotional support. 


Bishop Gilbert Chavez is ‘‘very 
grateful’’ that his brother, Adolfo, is also 
a priest. ‘“It gives us an extra bond and 


someone with whom we can really 
communicate on a deeper level than with 
most other people.”’

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Religious vocations down — lay participation up 


By Joyce Carr 


SAN DIEGO — A decrease in the 
number of ordinations of diocesan priests 
and in members of a sampling of religious 
communities has not altered their 
ministries, but has increased participation 
of the laity. 


Eleven priests were ordained for the 
diocese between 1982 and 1985; 15 were 
ordained between 1978 and 1981, a 
spokesperson from the diocesan 
Vocations Office said. 


“THERE IS no shortage of priests in 
the diocese now’’ because they come here 
from all parts of the country, Msgr. 
James Gilfillan, pastor of Mary, Star of 
the Sea parish, said. However, with the 
formation of new parishes in the diocese, 
he predicts a shortage of priests in the 
future. 


“‘We’re relying on lay people more,”’ 
he said, adding that most of his 75 home- 
bound parishioners receive Holy 


Communion from a special minister of 
the Eucharist. One 97-year-old lady in a 
retirement home attends Sunday Mass at 
church and receives the Eucharist daily in 
her retirement home. 


Msgr. Gilfillan believes the laity can 
also serve their parishes in areas of 
“‘administration.’’ 


““WE SHOULD pray earnestly every- 
day for vocations,’’ he urged. ‘‘Homes 
with family prayer are a secret to fostering 
vocations. ”’ 

The emphasis on material comforts in 
young people’s environment makes it 
“‘difficult for them to be interested in a 
life of sacrifice,’’ said the priest who has 
ministered in the diocese 38 years. 


Priests in the Society of Jesus, 
California province, have decreased from 
494 to 485 during the past five years, data 
from The Official Catholic 
Directory indicate. 


JESUIT PRIESTS staff Christ the 
King and Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Churches. Three are professors at the 
University of San Diego, one is a Navy 
chaplain, and two are psychology 
students at United States International 
University. 


Three priests served at Christ the King 
parish until 1983, but after Deacon 
Marvin Threatt was ordained for full- 
time ministry in the parish, only two 


priests were needed, Jesuit Father Robert 
Fambrini said. 


Four parishioners and a priest from 
New York have joined the Jesuits’ 
California province since 1982 to begin a 
seven-to 12-year preparation for 
ordination, Father Fambrini said. 


BETWEEN 12 and 20 candidates have 
entered the Jesuit novitiate in Santa 
Barbara during each of the past five years 
— a slight increase over the number 
entering the Society in the ’70s, Father 
Fambrini said. 


Last year’s assembly of California 
Jesuits showed their agreement in 
exercising ‘‘a preferential option in 
working with the poor’’... and 
increased interest in ‘‘faith and Justice 
issues,’’ he said. 


The laity are ‘‘equals’’ in the Church, 
he emphasized, adding that sharing 
responsibility with them is his goal at 
Christ the King parish. 


THE SISTERS of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet, Los Angeles province, have 
693 members, a decrease of 63 since 
1980. Forty-two serve in the San Diego 
diocese, Sister Catherine Louise LaCoste 
said. 


Education remains their major 


apostolate, the diocesan archivist said. 
The Sisters operate Our Lady of Peace 
Academy and teach at several’ Catholic 
elementary schools in the diocese. They

Throughout history men and women have 
answered their baptismal call to Gospel 
living in various ways. There have always 
been those who felt called to devote their 
entire talents and energies to making the 
message of the Lord’s Good News come 
alive in a special way, through full time 
ministry to the people of God. 


SISTER 


The Sister is called to be a woman of prayer 
and commits herself, in some way, to 
respond to the variety of needs within the 
Church while living a vowed life. She 
commits herself to God and His People 
within a particular community, and through 
vows of poverty, celibacy, and obedience. 
Though there are 701 different congregations 
of women Religious in the United States, 
there are commonalities in their life-style 
and, even more so, in their process of 
affiliation. Initial formation includes at least 
one year of novitiate, usually two; the taking 
of temporary vows or promises; and the final 
public commitment to the vowed life of the 
community. 


MEMBER OF A 
SECULAR INSTITUTE 


A secular institute member is a lay man or 
woman who dedicates his or her life to giving 
Christian witness. He/she makes private 
vows of poverty, celibacy, and obedience, 
chooses any job he/she likes, and does not 
live in community. There is a perioa of 
acceptance and preparation before final 
vows are professed.

DIOCESAN 
PRIEST 


The diocesan priest is called to be a leader of 
the Christian community as a minister of 
Word and Sacrament. He commits himself to 
a life of prayer and service to God’s people 
within a particular diocese. Together with 
other diocesan priests and his bishop, he 
helps to meet the many different needs of 
people. A diocesan priest is primarily a 
parish priest, but can serve, also, as a 
campus minister, a teacher, a social worker, 
a hospital, jail, or military chaplain, or 
wherever a need arises. He does not profess 
“vows” as do Religious priests, but makes 
promises of celibacy and obedience. His 
education usually consists of four years of 
college and four years of theology. 


BROTHER 


A Brother is a man who desires to dedicate 
himself to growing in love with the Lord 
through prayer, the vows and ministry to the 
People of God. This love of God is often 
expressed in terms of service — a Brother's 
way of showing concern for the needs of 
others, and demonstrating his desire for a 
better life in God for himself and others. A 
Brother lives a life of community, 
commitment and service. His vows of 
poverty, celibacy and obedience free him to 
do this. His education and training is done in 
terms of the preparation needed for the 
ministry he will be doing. 


RELIGIOUS 
PRIEST 


Like the diocesan priest, the Religious priest 
is called to be a leader of Word and 
Sacrament in the Christian community, and 
attempts to meet special needs within the 
Church. The Religious priest does this by 
committing himself to living, praying, and 
working in a religious community, and 
through vows of poverty, celibacy, and 
obedience. Preparation usually includes four 
years of college, a novitiate year, and four 
years in a program of theology. 


DEACON 


A man 32-65 years of age, married or single, 
who desires to serve the Church in ministry 
of the liturgy, Word, and service can become 
a deacon. The man must spend at least four 
years in a program of spiritual, pastoral, and 
theological formation. Training in 
specialized ministries: hospital or nursing 
home visitation, marriage preparation, 
tribunal work, counseling, religious 
education, and many others can be provided. 


LAY PASTORAL

A lay pastoral minister is a lay man or woman 
who participates actively in the mission of 
the Church through discipleship, service, 
and empowerment. Participants are 
commissioned to serve within the diocese 
for any one of many ministries.
